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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The previous rejection of claims 1, 5, 9-10 and 14-15 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, has been withdrawn. 

Upon further consideration, Examiner agrees that the structure body having an 
extracting device and a hole forming device, configured "so as to be rotatable", as is 
currently recited in the independent claims 1, 5, 10, is sufficiently supported by the 
original disclosure, including Figure 1. 

2. The previous rejection of claims 1,5, 9-10, 14-15 and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, has been withdrawn, in view of the latest amendments and 
clarifications provided by the Applicant. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further consideration, Examiner agrees that claims 1, 5, 9-10, 14-15 and 26 
are allowable over the prior art, since the prior art, including the closest prior art, 
Schembri (US 5,472,603), fails to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus comprising a 
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structure body having a micro-fluidic device in combination with a hole forming device, 
configured for rotation; the micro-fluidic device further including a capturing section 
connected via a flow path to a plurality of containers which hold liquids to flow through 
the capturing section; the plurality of containers further comprising a liquid outlet port 
located at an outer periphery side of the extracting device, opposite to a rotation center 
of the micro-fluidic device; and a bent flow path portion which returns to the rotation 
center from the liquid outlet port, a most inner periphery portion of the bent flow path 
portion being positioned at the outer periphery side of a most inner periphery portion of 
the containers, the containers being sealed with a cover configured for a vent hole being 
formed by the hole forming device, as recited in the instant claims.
